Vatican sex ethics declaration deplores laxity 


_ VATICAN CITY (NC)—The 
Vatican has issued a déclaration 
reaffirming traditional teachings 
on sex and specifically rejecting 
‘certain errors’’ concerning the 
sinfulness of premarital sex, 
homosexual acts and masturba- 
tion. 


.Made public in the United 
States by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference-National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops (USCC- 
NCCB), the Declaration on 
Certain Questions Concerning 
Sexual Ethics calls chastity the 
key element which allows human 
beings to love one another. 


In a statement marking the 
document’s release by the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of 


the Faith, Archbishop Joseph L. © 


Bernardin of Cincinnati, head of 
the USCC-NCCB, called it ‘‘a 
welcome reaffirmation of tradi- 
tional Catholic teaching on 
sexual morality.’’ 


ARCHBISHOP Bernardin 
said, “‘Chastity is not a negation 
of sexuality; it is a way of placing 
the God-given gift of sex in the 


context of a full, mature human. 


life, rooted in respect for 


- oneself, others, and ‘the law of 


God.’’ a 
The declaration was published 


My dear People of God: 


Ten years ago the Second 
Vatican Council repeated clearly 
and succinctly the basic prin- 
ciple of respect for human life: 


“‘For God, the Lord of life, has 
conferred on men the surpassing 
ministry of safeguarding life in a 
manner that is worthy of man. 
Therefore, from the moment of 
its conception life must be 
guarded with the greatest care, 
while abortion and infanticide 
are unspeakable crimes.”’ 


THE CHURCH’S insistence 
on the dignity of the human 
person is grounded in a tradition 
that sees whatever is opposed to 
human life, such as abortion or 
euthanasia, whatever violates 
the integrity of the human 
person, such as some forms of 
human experimentation, and 
whatever diminishes human dig- 
nity, such as poverty and 
injustice, as moral evils and an 
affront to God, the Creator of all. 


The Church has a duty to 
speak in behalf of human life 
and to encourage a just social 
order and a system of justice that 
protects basic human rights, 
especially the right to life. 
Governments must also protect 
human rights. Laws that permit 


with the approval of Pope Paul 


and signed by Cardinal Franjo 
Seper, prefect of the doctrinal 
congregation, and Archbishop 


Jerome Hamer, its secretary. 


It rejects the idea that 
“‘so-called norms of the natural 
law or precepts of sacred 
scripture are to be regarded only 
as given expressions of a form of 
particular culture at a certain 
moment of history.’’ 


Rather, revelation and philos- 
ophy both point to ‘‘the exist- 
ence of immutable laws in- 
scribed in the constitutive ele- 
ments of human_nature...identi- 
cal in all beings endowed with 
reason.”’ 


TURNING specifically to sex- 
ual ethics, the document repeats 
the teaching of the Second 
Vatican Council that the morality 
of conjugal acts ‘‘does not 
depend solely on sincere inten- 
tions or on an evaluation of 
motives. It must be determined 
by objective standards. These, 
based on the nature of the 
human person and his acts, 


preserve the full sense of mutual _ 


self-giving and human procrea- 
tion in the context of true love.’’ 


“These final words,’’ the 
declaration continues, ‘“‘briefly

sum up the council’s teaching... 
on the finality of the sexual act 
and on the principal criterion of 
its morality: it is respect for its 
finality that ensures the moral 
goodness of this act.’’ The 
document calls this principle 
“the. basis of (the Church’s) 
traditional doctrine...that the 
use of the sexual function has its 
true meaning and moral recti- 
tude only in true marriage.’’ 


It endorses the norms ‘“‘clearly 
taught”’ in the encyclicals Casti 
Connubii and Humanae Vitae. 
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The first was issued by Pope 
Pius XI in 1930, the second by 
Pope Paul in 1968. 


Noting that ‘‘today there are 


‘many who vindicate the right to 


sexual union before marriage,’’ 
the declaration comments: ‘‘This 
opinion is contrary to Christian 
doctrine, which states that every 
genital act must be within the 
framework of marriage.’’ 


WHILE URGING a sensitive 
pastoral approach to homosex-

« the arbitrary destruction of 


human life—before as well as 
after birth—are unjust and 
immoral. 


Recognition of the dignity of 
the human person, made in the 
image of God, lies at the very 
heart of our individual and social 
duty to respect human life. It is 
this which causes us to state 
forcefully once again that abor- 
tion and euthanasia are viola- 


tions of the right to life and are 
morally evil: 


THERE IS widespread disre- 
spect for the sanctity of human 
life in our nation today. It is 
evidenced in many ways, and 
especially in the destruction 
through abortion of more than 
one million unborn children each 
year. Disrespect for the sanctity 
of life is also evident in current 
efforts to persuade people that 


euthanasia is acceptable. 


Responding to such abuses of 
the sanctity of life, the bishops 
of the United States adopted a- 
Pastoral Plan for Pro-Life Activ- 
ities at their annual meeting last 
November. This pastoral plan 
seeks to activate all the re- 
sources of the Church in order to 
check the trend toward permis- 
sive abortion. 


It calls on all the Church’s 
agencies, institutions and people 
to take part in a comprehensive 
effort of education, moral and 
pastoral guidance, and social 
action which will restore respect 
for human life and establish a 
system of justice in which the 
basic right to life is protected at 
every stage and in every 
circumstance. 

THE PASTORAL plan. ad- 
dresses itself to the practical 
task of amending the Constitu- 
tion in order to make possible 
laws that. protect the unborn. It 
invites the cooperation of. all 
Americans, regardless of sex, 
race, religion or ethnic origin. 


Protection of the right to ‘“‘life, 
liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness’’ has always been one 
of our nation’s most important 
commitments. Reaffirmation of

Stewardship ’76, unofficially launched this

deans of the diocese, has a tough act to 
follow, Stewardship ’75. 


Last year’s campaign; the first run by the 
diocese instead of an outside agency, ‘‘was 
the most successful’? since the initial 
program in 1972, according to Bill Standing, 
diocesan development director and Steward- 
ship coordinator. 


BESIDES BEING the first ‘‘homegrown”’ 
drive, Stewardship ’75 also marked the first 
time parishes shares the proceeds with the 
diocese on a straight 50 per cent basis. ~ 


“In addition to the larger Stewardship 
shares, parishes with debts or building 
funds were allowed to keep any funds 
collected in excess of their assigned quotas. 


For Stewardship ’75 Catholics pledged 
nearly $250,000 over the $2 million goal, and 
more than $2 million was actually collected, 
Standing said. ‘Parishes received rebates of 
more than $1 million, and the diocese kept 
just under $1 million.’’ 


GROUND RULES for Stewardship ’76, 
according to Standing, will remain essential- 
ly the same, Msgr. Donald Doxie, pastor of 
St. Brigid’s, Pacific Beach, will be the clergy 
moderator for Stewardship ’76. 


“The goal will again be $2 million with 
each parish assigned a target figure, but the 
plan has been altered to allow the diocese to 
keep the first SO per cent of the collection,”’ 
Standing explained. 

The change is necessary, he said, because: 
the diocese committed its $1 million share of 
the collection to support Catholic high 
schools, Catholic Community Services, CCD,

the seminary program, the priests’ retire- 
ment program. 


“BECAUSE THE diocese last year 
returned more than half of the collection to 
parishes, the bishop had to use more than 
$130,000 of general diocesan funds to meet 
Stewardship commitments,’’ Standing said. 
“Changing the plan slightly will eliminate 
this problem.’’ 


But he emphasized that if every parish 
meets its goal, the results will be similar to 
last year. 


From its share of the Stewardship °76 
proceeds, the diocese will allocate $250,000 
to Catholic high schools. As last year, the 
high school principals will seek an equal 
amount from the parishes with money to 
come from the larger parish Stewardship 
shares. 


THE NEWMAN: apostolate and the 
diocesan CCD offices will be allocated 
$100,000 each, and $300,000 has been 
earmarked for priestly formation, seminary 
and clerical relief. Catholic Community 
Services will receive $250,000. 


The first parish Stewardship commitment 
Sunday will be Feb. 8. Meetings to explain 
the program to priests will be held at 1 p.m., 
Thursday, Jan. 22, at St. Catherine, 
Riverside; and 1 p.m. Friday, Jan. 23, at St. 
Rose of Lima, Chula Vista. Special 
Stewardship Masses will be offered at 
parishes throughout the diocese on the 
weekends of Jan. 24 and 31. 


‘Last year’s program was so successful, it 
will be difficult to surpass, but given the 
dedication and generosity of the people of 
this diocese, I am convinced that Steward- 
ship ’76, can and will be the best program 
the diocese has conducted to .date,”’ 
Standing said. 


500-voice choir, all-American 
_ music at Bicentennial Mass

‘An American heritage of religious music 
sung by a 500-voice choir will be a special 
feature of the diocesan Bicentennial Mass at 
the annual CCD Congress, the weekend of 
Feb. 6-8. ; 

More than six months of research and 
preparation have gone into arranging the 
music for the Mass, which will be the first of 
three major liturgies during the three-day 
congress. 

“THE MASS celebrating the Bicenten- 
nial, on Friday, Feb. 6, will be all-American 
music,’’ said Father John Wagner, chairman 
of the diocesan music commission. 

Now being rehearsed by choirs to form the 
massed voices from about 20 parishes in the

diocese, the music will represent the period 
from the founding of the colonies to music of 
the 20th century, according to Father 
Wagner. The 500 voices will finally assemble 
under the baton of Jacob Andriese, for the 
Mass. 


Andriese is professor choral music at San 
Bernardino Valley College, and has given 
choral music workshops in the diocese. 


AMONG THE earliest of New England 
composers whose music will be performed is 
William Billings (1746-1800) whose revolu- 
tionary song known as ‘‘Chester’’ has been 
given new words (Psalm 113), said Father 
Wagner. ‘‘We could not really incorporate in 
the Mass the original words ‘Let tyrants 
shake their iron rods...’ ’’, he said.- 


What Father Wagner describes as “the 
tichest and most sophisticated musical 
culture in colonial America’’ came from the 
’'Moravians. of Pennsylvania and the Caro- 
linas, emigrants from German-speaking 
Bohemia. é : 


‘Theirs was the first sacred music to be 


orchestrated in America,’’ he said. ‘‘Instru- 
mentalists joined soloists and choirs in 
anthems, sacred arias, motets and chorales. 
To represent this tradition we have chosen 
the anthem ‘O the Blessedness is Great’ by 
Johann Christian Bechler (1784-1857).’’ 


AS EXAMPLES of American hymns, the 
well-known tune ‘‘Amazing Grace’ ar- 
ranged by Katherine Davis, and ‘‘Jerusalem 
my happy home” will be sung. The 
composer of ‘‘Amazing Grace’ is not 
known, according to Father Wagner. ‘“‘It is 
simply described as an early American 
hymn,’’ he added. 


The Civil War period through to the 1920s 
brought ‘‘a_ significant development. in 
church music,"’ said Father Wagner. ‘‘Folk 
in style, the musical origins were in the 
teligious camp meetings in the South, and 
came to be known as Negro and white 
Spirituals.”’ 


The hymn at Communion in the Mass will 
be ‘‘Let us break bread together’? which 
comes from this era. It has been arranged by 
William Hall, currently director of the 
William Hall Chorale of Los Angeles. 


TO REPRESENT the 20th. century, two 
motets by New York Catholic composer 
Norman Della Joio have been chosen. 
“Modern in harmony, much of his music is 
influenced by the traditional liturgical music 
of the Church,’’ said Father Wagner, 
“particularly Gregorian chant.”’ 


The major parts of the Mass itself are by 
one of the ‘‘most famous and _ talented 
Catholic Church composers of today’”’ 
Richard Proulx, organist-choirmaster in 
Seattle, Wash. His most recent Mass, ‘‘A 
Festival Eucharist’ will be sung. It was 
commissioned by Cardinal John Cody for the 
second Chicago archdiocesan music festival. 


The 500-voice choir will be accompanied 
by organ, harp and. brass choir during the 
liturgy. Handbells will also be featured. The 
U.S. Marine Corps Band will play before the 
Mass, which is scheduled to start at 8 a.m. 
on Friday, Feb. 6 in the Golden Hall of the 
Charles Dail Community Concourse, San 
Diego. 

“ALL THE compositions have been 
written by Americans living in this country 
since 1776,’’ said Father Wagner. ‘‘That is 


‘ why you will not find the traditionally 
famous composers like Bach, Handel and 
Beethoven represented. . 


“It is a unique selection, reflecting our 
religious musical heritage,”’ he said, ‘‘and it 
will be the first time such a selection has 
accompanied a Mass here.’’

Supreme Court decision 
which legalized abortion in 
this country. The local march 
is part of a nationwide 


* protest planned in conjunc- 


tion with a call for a human 
life amendment to the Con- 
stitution by the U.S. bishops. 


NEARLY 1,000 people 
turned out for the march last 
year. Three pro-life groups 
are again organizing it: the 
Pro-Life League, 222-8954; 
Concerned Citizens for Hu- 
man Life, 466-9015; .and the 
Right-to-Life council, 
278-4985. 


The dinner is sponsored by 
the Pro-Life League which 
offers alternatives to abor- 
tion women with problems 
pregnancies through a 24- 
hour hotline (583-LIFE).

pleased that you all have the new Catholic Directory. 


for the diocese in your hands. This is one of very 
few dioceses where the directory goes to all readers 
of the diocesan newspaper. Most dioceses. still 
charge anything from $2 to $5 for the directory, 
which, therefore has a somewhat - limited 
circulation. : 


Every word this year has been entirely reset on 
our own typesetter and every fact checked and 
rechecked.

Long list of. pastors 


Always interesting is the long line of pastors you 
outlying 
parishes:like Fort Yuma’s St. Thomas Mission. Of 
real. historic interest is the long line of pastors at 
Mission:San Diego de Alcala, which starts with 
Padre Junipero Serra himself, right down to the 
present incumbent, Msgr. |. Brent Eagen. 

After the Old Mission, with its more than 200 
years, the dates of parishes show the youngsters 
and the old-timers. Second oldest is Fort Yuma’s 
(1780) followed by Mission San Luis Rey (1798). St.

_Biggest non-story of year 


The Catholic editors of the United States voted 
the canonization of Saint Elizabeth Seton as the 
story .o' of the year for 1975. But there was a big 

‘non- “story’’ of the year, too—the rumor that 
atheist Madalyn Murray O’Hair planned to have all 
religious broadcasting banned, by a petition to the 
Federal Communications Commission. 


The petition never existed, but this office, along 
‘with most other Catholic newspapers, was the 
recipient of many, many calls and letters asking us 
to fight the ‘‘petition’’. The Catholic press, 
including SC, was able to inform its readers of the 
inaccuracy of the story, which was being given 
prominence in some fundamentalist publications. 
To date, 
letters—mainly from Protestants—opposing- the 
‘petition’ 

There was probably confusion over a petition 
filled by two West Coast producers, Jeremy 
Lansman and Lorenzo Milan, who argued that 
certain fundamentalist religious groups were using 
educational stations for their religious propaganda.

Theologically ignorant students 

The growing number of students at Catholic 
universities. who are ‘‘theologically ignorant’’ may 
be related. to decreasing numbers. attending 
Catholic elementary and secondary schools:: This 


. theory-comes from the University-of:Notre Dame 


where Dr. William O’Brien, assistant professor of 
theology, tested all freshmen last fall and found 
that while 85 per cent indicated Roman Catholicism 


as their religious preference, nearly 25 per cent had 


no Catholic school education. 


These students, he found, tend to be ‘‘slightly 
less convinced about God’s existence, about the 
divinity of Jesus Christ,-and about life after death 
than those who went to Catholic schools:’’ They are 
also the students who ‘‘challenge Church positions 
on papal infallibility, on abortion and on divorce.’ 
And few of them attend Sunday Mass or receive the 
sacraments regularly. ‘As a group they were also 
less inclined to: make sacrifices for ene less 
fortunate,’’ he added. 


The professor found that CCD eden children 


- did:not.do too badly, a fact which:suggests either 


basic religious: beliefs. were established in their 
lives ‘‘or that parish CCD classes have-at least been 
partially effective.’’ Of the 21 per cent of students 
who had no previous religious education, he said, 
they are like ‘‘pre-reformation Christians before 
the advent of the printing. press... 


USF cuts drastically. - 


Cacholie iviver tities thie 
Jesuit-run University of San Francisco recently 
announced drastic cuts in teaching staff. The 
president, Father William Mclinnes reported an 
accumulated deficit of $2.5 million by last June and 
teld 111 full-time non-tenured faculty members 
their contracts would not be renewed. He gave 48 
faculty members who have been there less than two 


‘years a six-month notice of termination and 63 


others Were given 18 months notice. . 

“‘The university simply can no longer live beyond 
its means,’’ he said, adding that the measures 
outlined. are drastic ‘‘because the _ situation 
demands drastic and immediate remedy.’’

- OUR MEDICAL, psychological and 
other scientific journals report new 
techniques and developments that will 


direct and manipulate human genetics - 


and behavior, and project theories of 
even moré possibilities. More and 
more we are attempting to assume the 
power of decision over who should live 
and who should die. 


It is the primal human temptation, 
the apple in the Garden of Eden—the 
whisper of the serpent—that man can 


This above all, be true 


indeed usurp the prerogatives of God. 
It is the recurrent human infidelity to 
our own nature against which Christ 
came to match his own human 
integrity. 

Reading the account of the baptism 
of Jesus this week, | was struck. by 
how soon afterwards he was tempted 
in the desert—and tempted by. visions 
of personal power and glory! Such 
very human temptations! And he 
reacted to them from wholly human 
resources. _ 

HE WAS GIVEN the choice we are 
all-given, between living according to 
human means, or putting our lives at 
the disposal of God and the building of 
his Kingdom. In his baptism he 
accepted all the conditions pertaining 
to human existence, including death, 
which to the Jews was symbolized in 
the water. Accepting them, he also 
accepted his mission to preach the 
Kingdom of God and was in turn 
accepted and blessed by the Father. 


The temptations in the desert were 


a testing and a consolidating of his 


faithfulness to that choice. Would he. 


remain true to the nature of man, or 
would he call upon divine power to 
escape the human penalties of 
suffering and death? The coming of 


the Kingdom depended: on his 
faithfulness:to his human nature—just 
as today it depends also upon.our 


.OWR. 


“Though he was in the form of Gad. 
he did not deem equality with God 


- something to be grasped at. Rather, 


he emptied himself and took the form 


of a slave, being born in the likeness — 


of men.”’ 


‘FOR US, TOO, there are the 
temptations of the desert. For us there 
is always the temptation to ‘‘use’’ or 
manipulate God.

We cling to the illusion that we are 


_masters of our fate and even try. to 


overcome death. We _ seek ever- 
increasing mastery over- nature in 
order to harness it to work for us. We

believe that we may dominate history 
and -events and bend them to our 
service. y 


WITH SO MUCH power, so much - 


divinizing of knowledge.»and tech- 
niques, who has need for God? It is 
more immediately’ reassuring to 
dictate our own salvation than to wait 
upon God’s initiative! The- human 
temptation has always been towards 
self-deification and atheism. 


But that is the way to insanity and 
self-destruction. For our own sakes} 
for God’s sake, we must be true-to our 
nature. If we are ever to find security 
in this world, «ve must recognize what 
we are and be faithful to it. We need: 
to move out from our’ preoccupation 
with our own prowess and admit our- 
dependency upon each other and upon: 
God. 


We are a people destined to 
die—however much we. may fight 
against it—and wholly dependent on 
life, “true ‘freedom and 


will _do everything for you, ‘the 
pslamist sings. ‘‘Delight in the Lord 
and he will grant you your. .heart’s:

I met her in a small German village—Schneckenhausen. She was old and weak...yet 
full of life and young at heart. I took her picture as she talked with me from her window. 


The photo suggests much about aging...about the evening of life. The slanting lines of 


- the window frames seem to be closing in on her just as life’s opportunities are steadily 


narrowing with each successive year. The black darkness inside the room hints at the 


fearful aspects of gradual diminishment as the light of life slowly dims. 


Yet she seems alive with an inner strength...her body turned from the darkness 
toward life...toward other people...her face fully in the light...her mouth and eyes still 
full of life. Her whole body seems set against the forces of death that are closing in on 
her. She seems eager to keep a firm grasp on the life that is evidently slipping away. 


Growing old is a mysterious experience rooted in the greater mystery of life and 
death, of good and evil. The men and women of the Bible saw old age as one of God’s 
great blessings. They prayed to live a long life enjoying the presence of their children 
and grandchildren. To be “‘full of years”? was a sign of God’s special love. 

The picture of this little old German woman reflects the mystery of old age without 
resolving it.

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America’s Catholic heritage 


Christopher Columbus

The Irish celebrators of the U.S. 
centennial had a lot to cheer about. In the 
massive parade through Boston on Bunker 
Hill Day, June 17, 1875, more than half a 
million people watched Generals William 
Sherman of the Union Army and Fitzhugh 


Lee of the Confederate Army parade 


together. 
On the platform erected beneath the 


~ towering Bunker Hill obelisk on Charlestown 


Heights, the two warriors spoke of the union 
of hearts forged in the fires of the Civil War. 
An entire division of the parade was 
composed of Irish Catholic fraternal and 


* temperance societies. The divided states had 


become a nation once again and the once 
despised Irish had become a part of it. 


THE BUNKER HILL monument today 
towers over an Irish community embittered 
by busing. In the streets of Charlestown, 
where John Kennedy was cheered in his first 
race for Congress, Sen. Edward Kennedy 
has a bad name. The 1975 Bunker Hill Day 
parade was a Charlestown neighborhood 
affair. 

Concern about the present has encour- 
aged: new views of the past, and in the 
process we may expect revision of the 
conventional view of Irish Catholics in 
America. 

The Irish were builders, and they erected 
an elaborate set of institutions: churches, 
schools, hospitals, charitable agencies, 
colleges and universities. Despite the 
separatist character of these institutions, 
they would in time win acceptance as an 
integral part of American life. 


THE WORK, STILL under Irish leader- 
ship, would continue in the 20th century. 
The American Church would loyally support 
the American state in two World Wars. In 
the cold war,- under the leadership of 
Cardinal Francis Spellman of New York, 
Catholicism would become an_ important 
prop of American policy. By the middle of 
the century, the Church was a power in the 
land. 

Critics from without complained about 


Catholic power. Critics from within lamented ~ 


the low status of Catholics in the nation’s 
intellectual and artistic life. Irish leadership 
was under challenge and the time seemed 
ripe for a new leadership. 


The Irish had done their job and, on the 
whole, it appeared to be a success story. And 
then it came undone. The elaborate edifice 
that was the American Church collapsed as 
though from an implosion. 


EXPLANATIONS HAVE poured from the - 


presses, topical and confessional most of 
them. But to understand the disarray of the 
Church today, we will have to go back to 
history. 

The conventional story, dramatized with 
some important matters omitted, goes 
something like this: The early Church in the 
United States was weak in institutions, 
feeble in numbers. But it was respected, 


even liked, in the tolerant years following 
the American Revolution. 


Its leaders were aristocrats like John 
Carroll, the first bishop of Baltimore, or men 
of presence and learning like Bishop John 
England of Charleston, S.C. The best 
Protestants of Boston helped Bishop John 
Lefevre de Cheverus build the first Holy 
Cross Cathedral on Franklin Street. 


THEN CAME THE shock waves of the 
Irish. They came by the thousands in the 
1830s and by the tens of thousands in the 
1840s. They were refugees. from hunger. 
They were poor, illiterate peasants, militant- 
ly Catholic, intensely coriservative. They 
came in. the midst of a Protestant 
evangelical revival when Catholicism was no 
longer a comfortable persuasion. Conflict 
and recrimination replaced the good 
manners of an earlier day. 


The Ursuline convent at Charlestown (now 
Somerville), Mass., was burned to the 
ground in 1834. Catholic churches in 
Philadelphia and New York were attacked. 
Nativist hostility toward Irish Catholics 
became part of the national history in the 
decades before the Civil War. 


The new situation brought forward new 
leaders: Irish and aggressive. Bishop 
Cheverus, a Frenchman, had been known as 


the gentle bishop. No one so described 


Archbishop John Hughes of New York, 
Irish-born and symbol of the new leadership. 
He fought tenaciously for Catholic rights, 
most notably in the public schools. Lay 
Catholics who disagreed with him suffered. 
The new style was heavily authoritarian. 


BY THE CONCLUSION of the Civil War 
the Irish had established their supremacy in 
the American Church. But Catholic partici- 
pation in the war had softened animosities. 
In the improved atmosphere of the post-Civil 
War period, the: Irish demonstrated new 
abilities. They became Americanizers. They, 
or at least those among them who are the 
heroes of conventional history, were 
determined to demonstrate that Catholicism 
and democracy were compatible. 


In this work they had to deal gingerly with 
an American public and an Italian Vatican 
that, for different reasons, had serious 
reservations about the proposition. 

Cardinal James Gibbons of Baltimore 
urged restraint to Vatican authorities critical 
of American working-class efforts to improve 


the conditions of labor. Others took the lead . 


in organizing Irish temperance and fraternal 
societies that would make of their members 
more congenial citizens. Archbishop John 
Ireland of St. Paul, Minn., argued with 
conservatives in the Church, at home and 
abroad, that American democracy provided 
unique opportunities for the Church. 


HE AND OTHER liberals opened up 
cooperative ventures with the public school 
system. Among laymen, John Boyle 
O'Reilly, editor of the Boston Catholic 
paper, The Pilot, was the prominent voice 
for sweetness and light.

Among the tomes in the library of 
Ferdinand Columbus was a volume of 
Seneca’s Tragedies whose pages of Medea 
were worn thin by use. Students of later 
generations have placed much significance 
on the now-famous ‘“‘prophecy’’ that: 


“An age will come after many years when 
the ocean will loose the chains of things, and 
a huge land lie revealed; when Tiphys will 


‘disclose new worlds and Thule no more be 


the ultimate.’’ 


In the border of the text, Ferdinand wrote 
in the words ‘‘Haec profetia impleta est per 
patrem meum...alminantem, anno 1492.’ 
(This prophecy was fulfilled by my 
father...the admiral in 1492.) 


A NATIVE of Genoa, Christopher 
Columbus has had few rivals in courage, 
boldness and stubbornness. It was his plan 
to sail to Asia by steering westward from 
Europe, thinking as he did, the world to be a 
great deal smaller than it actually is, with 
less surface and more water. According to 
his charts, there were approximately 13,000 
miles of sea between Europe and Asia. 

Lacking financial backing, Columbus 
approached Isabella of Spain and convinced 
the gracious monarch to appoint a committee 


to study his plans. Their verdict reflected the 
common opinion that the voyage, as outlined 
by Columbus, was unthinkable. Not easily 
daunted, Columbus returned after the fall of 
Granada with revised plans for the 
expedition. ¢ 

This time, through the intervention of the 
queen’s confessor, Father Juan Perez, 
approbation was granted with the stipulation 


that any non-Christian lands encountered on . 


the voyage be claimed for Spain. 


HAD IT NOT been for his recalcitrant - 


crew, the northern continent of America 
might be Catholic today, for Columbus 
originally planned to follow a line consider- 


- ably north of his actual path. 


In any event, 
morning of Oct. 12, 1492, land was sighted, 
and the New World received its European 
baptism under the patronage of San 
Salvador. 


* Four subsequent voyages brought Colum- 
bus through the Bahamas, the Windward 
Passage and Hispanola (Santa Domingo), 
but none paralleled in importance his 
maiden trip. And though he had niched his 
place securely in the annals of history, it was 
an unhonored and obscure Christopher 
Columbus who went home to God, in 1506.

the Church but the work went on. By 
directing the Church toward social action, 
they made their most important contribu- 
tion: saving the working classes from the 


- atheism that had overcome their brethren in 


Europe. 

The conventional story of the Irish in the 
Church is only half a story; the other half 
remains to be written. Even the conventional 
account must be revised. Emmet Larkin of 
the University of Chicago has told us that 
pre-famine Ireland was not the intensely 
Catholic country we once thought, and David 
Doyle of University College, Dublin, has 
shown that the post-famine immigrants were 
not the impoverished and unskilled people 
we once thought. 

THE HALF THAT remains to be written 
concerns the dissenters, those who resisted 
Americanization, who for one reason or 
another rejected the chauvinism of an 


Archbishop Ireland. This history will 
demonstrate that the Berrigan brothers and 


‘their fellows are not unique in American 


Catholic history. 


Irish immigrant Catholicism has. always 
been ambivalent about. American culture 
and the claims of the American state. 
Conventional history has ignored the 
‘outsiders’ or has assigned to them the 
minor roles of conservatives ‘or radicals. 


One can imagine Thomas D’Arcy McGee, 


that man of intelligence and_ sensitivity. 
whom Archbishop Hughes drove from New 
York, taking a stand during the Vietnam 
War with the dissenters. . 


Had we today that other half of Irish 
Catholic history, perhaps the Irish of 
Charlestown could take comfort from it. For 
they too are standing in opposition to what 
McGee called the American ‘‘juggernaut.”’ 
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“anniversaries.

‘In the Steps of Jeremiah 


e|« Lamentations bemoans 


fate of Jerusalem

The exiles in Babylon were in a most 
unhappy situation, obviously, .and_ their 
expressions of contrition, their pleas for 
forgiveness and restoration took the form of 
psalms which were incorporated into the Old 
Testament. 


But what of the handful of unfortunates 
who had been left behind in Jerusalem? In 
many ways, their position was even more 


_ pathetic. Poor, disorganized, lacking effec- 


tive leadership, they had to eke out a scanty 
existence under the watchful eye of a 
Babylonian military governor. Day after day 
they awoke to gaze dismally at their 
devastated capital. 


WHERE THE gleaming temple had once 
stood there was now a heap of dirty gray 
ashes. The stout walls of the city, which had 
proudly withstood so many hostile attacks, 
had been battered into formless piles of 
stone. At least their compatriots in Babylon 
were spared this ugly sight. It was enough to 
break a man’s heart. f 


They, like the Jews in exile, could not 
'. keep their heartbreak locked in their breasts. 
' Many a tear fell on the ashes of the city, and 


many a cry broke from their constricted 
throats. Not all these cries were inarticulate. 
They were given form and éxpression in a 
book called the Lamentations. Just five short 
chapters, it is one of the smallest books of 


the Bible. But its touching beauty makes it 
- one of the most poignant expressions of 
_ human. sorrow ever to be penned. 

«-. The -general=tone, the vocabulary, the’ 
imagery of these poems all are strongly 
~ reminiscent of the sermons of Jeremiah, and 


he did remain in Jerusalem for a while after 


~ its sack by the Babylonians. It was probably 


such considerations which led to the popular 


» attribution of Lamentations to the great 


prophet. 


BUT THERE are other factors which make 
such an attribution quite unlikely. There is 
no need to go into them here. Suffice it to say 
that, in the opinion of most scholars today, 
the poems were composed in Jerusalem 
after Jeremiah’s departure. They were 
unquestionably spontaneous, sincere ex- 


. pressions of grief and sorrow, but there is an 


artistry about them which indicates that they 
were written with a definite and serious 


.purpose. 


Primarily, they were intended for use on 
the sad anniversaries of the fall of the city. 
The ceremonies were probably not unlike the 
practice of those Jews who, in modern times, 
visited the Wailing Wall of Jerusalem. to 
bemoan the fate of their ancient capital. But 
their use was not restricted to the official 
They. were intended for 
constant, personal use. 


They were so. beautifully’ adapted ‘to 


keeping alive in the hearts of the Jews a 
realization of what their infidelity to Yahweh 
had brought upon their own heads! One 
could hardly read them without examining 
his conscience as to his own personal 
responsibility for the catastrophe. Such 
examination and the resultant contrition 
were very necessary under the circum- 
stances. 


IN THE MEANWHILE and in succeeding 
years God’s scattered people had a hard 
time keeping faithful to His will. Their 
remarkable fidelity to the Law under often 
trying circumstances was admirable. But the 
temptation to grow lax, to compromise, was 
ever present, and many succumbed to it. 

Much of the literature of this period was 
written to counteract the attractions of the 
pagan civilizations in which they lived, to 
extol the glories of their riational heritage, to 
remind fellow Jews of the vast superiority of 
the true religion over the idolatrous worship 
of the heathens. One such work was the 
Book of Baruch. Baruch had been the 


secretary of Jeremiah, the great prophet 


who played such a vital role in the life of the 
people just before and for a little while after 
the fall of Jerusalem. 

The unknown writer of this strange little 
book attributed it to him—and, in a way, to 
Jeremiah—to invest it with greater author- 
ity. This was a common literary procedure 
during this period. In fact, the book is quite 
Jeremian in tone and teaching: Its author 
must have studied the sermons of the 
prophet very devoutly. Because. of this 
literary. attribution and because of its tone 


and teaching, the book is generally attached 


to the prophecy of Jeremiah in our editions 
of the Bible. 


I CALLED Baruch a strong little book, and 


it is strange in many ways. While purporting, . 


to be the work of Jeremiah’s secretary, who 
very likely perished with his master in Egypt 
shortly after the fall of Jerusalem, its 
general background is Babylonian, and it 
makes references to people and situations of 
a much later era, as late as the third or 


second century. It is strange, too, because, 


short as it is, it contains an amazing variety 
of literary forms: narrative, letters, prayers 
of contrition and of hope, wisdom writing, 
prophecy, and a dissertation attacking 


- idolatry. 


Strange though it may be, it is a beautiful 
little book. The ‘‘act of contrition’’ (1:15, 
3:8) and the polemic against idolatry (ch. 6), 
often called the letter of Jeremiah, are 
especially worth reading. Not the least 
contribution of this book is the valuable 


' picture it gives of the lives, the attitudes, the 


hopes, the dreams of non-Palestinian Jews, 
about whom the Bible has otherwise very 
little to say. And its clear echo of the spirit 
and teaching of Jeremiah given touching 
testimony to the far-reaching influence of 
that noble and tragic man of God.

NC sketch 


Bible Personalities 


David: Poet Laureate

King David and King Solomon 
Led merry, merry lives 
With many, many lady friends 
And many, many wives 
But when old age crept over them 
With many, many qualms 
King Solomon wrote the Proverbs 
And King David wrote the Psalms.

Normally we don’t think of a soldier 
writing Church poetry but that is exactly 
what the warrior, King David, did so well. 
His book of psalms remains to this day the 
world’s most treasured collection of religious 
poetry and prayer. } 


David was that magic leader who seemed 
to succeed at everything he tried. He fought 
wars with: the cleverness of Napoleon, 
tended sheep with the patience of a Basque, 
gave love with the Passion of a Romeo, and 
ruled with the shrewdness of a Caesar. No 
leader in Israel’s history could awaken a 
greater sentimental flame in the heart than 
he. 


WHEN HE received his call to leadership, 
he faced three critical problems. First, he 
needed to ease out his potential rival for the 
throne from the family of Saul, the previous 


- monarch. Second, he saw the necessity of 


establishing a new captial city for Israel. 
Thirdly, he understood that Israel must have 
a central shrine to symbolize their religious 
fervor. : 


David’s problem with his potential rival 
was conveniently solved by a_ political 
assassination. Though he benefited from the 
plot, he has no part in its execution, and in 
fact, sentenced the assassins to death for 
sacrilegiously slaying an anointed’ member 
of a royal family. 


David determined that Jerusalem should 
the capital city of Israel. The city was 


situated on a mountain. and practically 
impossible to capture. It was occupied and 
fortified by a tribe of Jebusites. They were 
so confident that no one could touch them 
that they claimed they used the blind and the 
lame to guard the walls. 


DAVID’S INTELLIGENCE agents dis- 
covered that the city’s water supply came 
from a tunnel deep within the mountain. 
David calculated that this was the fatal 
weakness of the defenders. He dispatched 
his soldiers into the tunnel and up the water 
shaft and thus captured the city from ‘‘the 
blind and lame.’’ Thus David made 
Jerusalem one of the central holy cities of 
history. 


His third problem was to create a religious 
center. When the Jews were a nomadic tribe 


. they carried the Ark with them as a portable 


shrine. Now they were a settled people and 
David felt they should have a temple to 
house the Ark. His first step was to bring the 
Ark to Jerusalem and place it in a temporary 
shrine. The biblical story of the procession of © 
the Ark to the Holy City is best remembered 
by David’s ecstatic dancing, almost like 
Zorba, the Greek. 


Zorba celebrated human love but David 


- celebrated the divine love for his people. We 


are not accustomed to religious dancing but 
for biblical people this was an accepted form 
of religious expression. Thus David achieved 
his goals. He wore the crown. He founded a 
capital city and established a religious center 
for the people. His son, Solomon, would 
build the temple. 


OUT OF ALL these experiences David 
composed the magnificent book of Psalms to 
praise the. Lord. In those glorious words he 
gives us mountains that dance, seas that 
howl like whales, clouds that pull God’s 
chariot, lightning as candles for God's altar, 
and hearts that swell with boundless 
gratitude for the Lord. This poet laureate 
learned how to pray and remains to this day 
a supreme teacher of prayer for all believers.

We area family people

One of the most distinctive qualities of the 
Catholic people (and of the Jewish people) is 
the very high value they place on family life. 
Protestants, too, deeply value the family. 
Yet the classic Protestant emphases on the 
solitary individual, on the spirit, and in 
personal liberty, give Protestant writings 
about the family a very different ring. 


It has even been said that Catholics are, 
distinctively, ‘‘a family. people.’’ Many 
Catholic husbands will turn down a 
promotion in order to spend more time with 
their families, and such choices are highly 

praised. 


FAMILY VIRTUES are highly praised. 
The ideal of human happiness itself is given 
a social rather than a merely individualistic 
twist. Happiness is being in a family. 
Holidays are primarily family days. Being a 
good father, a good mother, an obedient 
child, an affectionate grandparent, a kindly 
uncle or loving aunt—these are highly prized 
identifications. These are the best and most 
cherished forms of success. Other kinds of 
success—financial, artistic, professional, 
etc.—are regarded, by contrast, as relatively 
inferior, ‘‘worldly,’’ untrustworthy. 


For all those branches of the Catholic 
people that have lived under one form or 
another of poverty and oppression these last 
thousand years (as most of our people have), 
the family has been the single most reliable 
and nourishing institution. 


Not that the family is rational, peaceful, or 
simply loving. Indeed, the family is often the 
focal point of hatreds, hostilities, silences, 
angers, feuds, and furies. It is often a nest of 
tyranny. It can breed disloyalty as well as 
loyalty, conflict and jealousy and every other 
evil. The family is altogether human. 


THE ANGLO-American novel is, most 
often, the story of the solitary individual, the 
cowboy, the lonely hero. Philip Slater 
describes ‘‘The Pursuit of Loneliness,’’ 
David Riesman ‘‘The Lonely Crowd.”’ 


The novels of the Catholic immigrants 
(and of the Jewish immigrants, too) are 
usually novels of the family and its tangles. 
The Catholic self is not solitary ordinarily, 
. but entangled in a network of others: a social 
self. 


OLD TESTAMENT: 


This is one reason why Catholics, so 
progressive on most economic issues, are so 
conservative on issues related to sex and the 
family. The Irish, to be sure, are a little more 
Jansenist with regard to sex (to abortion, 
etc.) than other Catholics. The Hispanic, 
Italian, Slavic, Greek and other Catholics are 
clearly not ‘‘Puritan.’’ But they do not 
tamper lightly with the symbols of sex and 
family. 

IN SECULAR colleges, our children are 
encouraged to express themselves in terms 
of Anglo-American culture and values—of 
individualism, voluntarism, honesty, rebel- 
lion, solitariness. Their innately learned 
family sense is seldom given expression. An 
Italian girl, for example, was asked by her 
professor to write a paper on the values most 
important to her. 


He talked about self-fulfillment, honesty, 
liberation, etc. She couldn’t write the paper. 
The value most important to her was 
‘‘family.’’ Her instructor never suggested 
that as a possibility. She thought something 
might be wrong, backward, or undeveloped 
in her. 


Our psychologists, sociologists, and politi- 
cians have thought too little about the 
family. Since for millions of Catholics, family 
is the. central concept of self-identity, 
Catholics are often tongue-tied in public 
discussion. American culture is not a family 


culture, in its public language, at least.-So — 


Catholics can scarcely express their own 


‘deepest convictions. 


IN THE third century of American history, 
we may expect our newly educated 
youngsters to begin to speak more openly 
about family values, to forge a new language 
for so doing, and to change the intellectual 
and political life of America accordingly. 


In World War II, many factories set up 
child-care rooms so that working mothers 
could stay near their children even on the 
job. Many facets of American economic life 
could be reoriented so as to make family life 
easier for working parents. 


We need fresh thinking about the family. 
The Catholic people have great, powerful, 
and strong traditions about the family. 
Perhaps now we can be inventive, 
imaginative, and creative about new forms 


of family life in this great but flawed — 


America.

The Book of Proverbs is a collection of 
different types of the wisdom literature-so 
popular in the ancient Mideast. Solomon had 
given royal impetus to the movement with 
his clever observations on the human scene. 
These sayings of his were collected by 
devoted scribes and became the ‘model for 
this type of literature among the Israelites. 


Indeed, the astute king was looked upon 
by succeeding generations as The Wise 
Man, much as Moses was considered The 
Lawgiver and David The Psalmist. By the 
time of the return from the exile, besides the 
original Solomonic material, many other 
little collections of ‘‘proverbs’’ were in 
existence, and they were finally edited as 
one work. 


THESE SMART sayings were the fruit of 
human experience and keen observation. 
But if they were only that, why should they 
have been counted among the sacred books 
of Israel and revered as divinely inspired? 
Would they be any different from works of 
the same type current in Egypt and 
elsewhere? 


The fact is that they are quite different. 
All throughout they breathe the spirit of true 
religion and are really practical applications 
of the basic principles of that religion to the 
various departments of life. It is faith in 
Yahweh, the Source of all wisdom, which 
gives a soul to the otherwise rather dry 
bones of human cleverness. 


. The sages, the wise men of Israel, were 
the heirs of the Law and the prophets. They 
distilled from these two abundant sources 
the rich wine of genuine wisdom and offered 
it, clear and sparkling, to their contempor- 
aries. 


THE LAW contained all sorts of principles 
for the conduct of religious; moral, and 
social life. These principles had kept pace 
with the changing conditions of each age, 


. and the preaching of the prophets had 


enriched the original deposit magnificently. 
As century succeeded century, the people’s 
understanding of God, the world, society, 
the family, the human person had become 
clearer and more profound. 


And now their wise men set their hand to 
expressing this very practical knowledge in 
another literary form, that of wisdom 
literature. They did not scruple to draw upon 
the experience and knowledge of foreign 
nations, but they transformed, sublimated it 
by breathing into it the spirit of pure 
monotheism and of Mosaic and prophetic 
religion in general. 


Throughout they kept their sense of the 


supernatural, of that divine ordering of 
things which we call God’s providence. In 


this way they made an invaluable contribu- 
tion to the religious life of their people, 
showing them how to carry out the divine 
will in every corner of their lives. 


DURING THE Greek period of Jewish 
history, after the sweeping conquests of 
Alexander the Great, the Chosen People 
were exposed to all the seductions of a 
glittering civilization. This attraction was, of 


course, strongest in Greek cities where Jews - 


now livedin great numbers. But it had made 
itself felt in and around Jerusalem, too. 


To counteract its force, a very learned and 


pious scribe named Jesus ben Sirach wrote, 
about 180 B.C., a vast compendium of 
Hebrew wisdom. He wrote in Hebrew, and 


some 50 years later his grandson translated . 
the book into Greek for the benefit of his 


fellow Jews in Alexandria. 


The book’s prologue is as charming-as it is 
informative. In it the translator extols the 
qualifications of the original author, his 
grandfather, and tells of the hard work that 
went into the translation. Just a short 
excerpt: 


For words spoken originally in Hebrew 
are not as effective when translated into 
another language... Many sleepless 
hours of close application have I 
devoted in the interval to finishing the 
book for publication, for the benefit of 
those living abroad who wish to acquire 
wisdom and are disposed to live their 
lives according to the standards of the 
Law. 


AND WHAT kind of man was his 
grandfather? Well, he was certainly a 
scholar, but definitely not a bookworm type. 
He was thoroughly versed in the Scriptures 
and quoted them readily. But he was 
conversant with life, too, and merits the title 
of humanist, in the very noblest sense of that 
term. 


There was scarcely an aspect of human life 
which he had not observed and reflected 
upon. Nor was his experience confined to the 
narrow borders of this little country. He had 
traveled widely and had kept an open Lats 
as he went about. 


He loved his fellow men and he loved God, 
and these two loves shaped his great soul, 
giving him, above all else, a fine sense of 
values. The Wisdom of Sirach (also known as 
the Book of Ecclesiasticus) is a tich mine 
which holds many treasures for the attentive, 
reader. 


NOTE: The Book of Sirach is not included 
in the Hebrew Bible after the first century 


’ A.D., not is it accepted by the Protestants. 


This book has always been recognized by the 
Catholic Church as divinely inspired and 
canonical.

Looking at the World Inside Out 


The wisdom of Christ 
should be at the core 
of our inner world | 


By Father Donald G, McCarthy 


‘Before stuffing her son’s trousers in the 
automatic washer many a mother has turned 
the pockets inside out. Sometimes she finds 
startling indications of his inner world: a 
medal, a letter, or perhaps a ‘‘joint’’ of 
marijuana or a class ring from a girls’ school. 

In professional therapy psychiatrists 
search for the roots of unusual behavior by 
probing this inner world of their patients. 


IT IS UNNECESSARY to expose this inner 
world of someone’s personal life to an 


outside gaze to_recognize its reality and. 


importance. The two Old Testament books of 
wisdom literature being read this week, 
Proverbs and Sirach, speak eloquently about 
that important inner world of each person's 
life and behavior. They anticipate the 
statement of Jesus that, ‘‘What emerges 
from within a man, that and nothing else, is 
what makes him impure.’’ (Mark 7:20) 


Both books offer our modern world, so 
blighted with hypocrisy, credibility gaps, 
and managing of the news, refreshing 
counsel about interior integrity and complete 
sincerity. To young people scandalized by 
those who piously attend Mass on Sunday 


and then “‘rip off’’ their business associates | 


on weekdays, Proverbs says, ‘‘The sacrifice 
of the wicked is an abomination to the Lord, 
but the prayer of the upright is his delight’ 
(Proverbs 15:8). 


Proverbs also speaks to one of the most 
critical issues of modern Christianity: 
freedom of conscience. It soberly warns that 
‘All the ways of a man may be pure in his 
own eyes, but it is:the Lord who proves the 
spirit’’ (Proverbs 16:2). Thus no one can 
form a good conscience without reckoning 
with the Lord and His values and judgment. 


BOTH PROVERBS and Sirach are filled 
with wise counsel to help sincere people 
grow more right, just, and honest. (Proverbs 
1:3) ‘‘Better is an open rebuke,’’ says 
Proverbs (27:5) in the spirit of contemporary 
open communication, ‘“‘than a love that 
remains hidden.” 


This plea for integrity readily admits of 
human freedom to sin: ‘‘When God, in the 
beginning, created man, he made him 
subject to his own free choice,”’ said Sirach. 
But he adds in the next breath, ‘‘If you 
choose you can keep the commandments”’ 
(Sirach 15:14 and 15). He later added a 
further testimonial to human freedom and 


accountability: ‘‘A word is the source of 


every deed; a thought, of every act; the root 
of all conduct is the mind’’ (37:16-17). . 


The whole subsequent Christian tradition 
of moderation and self-restraint permeates 
this wisdom literature. ‘‘Go not after your 
lusts, but keep your desires in check’’ 
(Sirach 18:30). 


SIRACH’S GOOD sense appears in such 
an everyday item as his attitude toward 
wine. He recognizes the temptation it poses: 
“As the furnace probes the work of the 
smith, so does wine the hearts of the 
insolent.’’ But he does not overreact as if he 
were a teetotaler: ‘‘Wine is very life to man, 
if taken in moderation’’ (Sirach 31:26-7). 


Both Proverbs and Sirach describe how~ 
serious-minded parents should undertake to 
raise children. (Proverbs 23:13-4; Sirach 30 
and 42) In fact, Proverbs contains an original 
version of the old proverb which Dr. Spock 
undertook to modify: ‘‘He who spares his 
rod hates his son’’ (13:24). Another proverb 
captures the whole importance of value 
formation in education: ‘Train a boy in the 
way he should go; even when he is old, he 
will not’ swerve from it’’ (22:6). 


Proverbs 5-7 should be appended to all 
copies of ‘‘Peyton Place,”’ it contains a fuller 
description of the heinous hypocrisy -of 
adultery than any other Biblical passage. 
Sirach, on the other hand, in three separate 
chapters (19, 23, and 28) deals at length with 
the use of speech and speaks from the heart 
of lying loudmouths, gossiping gadabouts, 
and swearing sailors. 


“THIS ACCUMULATION of wisdom be- 
longs to God’s revelation, in preparation for 
the coming of Wisdom in human flesh in 
Christ. Proverbs and Sirach offer a preview 
of His moral teaching about purity of heart 
and integrity. Even the magnificent doctrine 
of the Mystical Body is foreshadowed, ‘‘He 
who has compassion on the poor lends to the 
Lord’’ (Proverbs 19:17). 


In fact, the emphasis on seeing human 
experience from the inside out rather than 
the predominantly outside realm of the Old 
Law characterizes these books. 


Since Christ each of His followers is 
invited to make a personal covenant at 
Baptism and become another Christ. So if a 
contemporary Christian were turned inside 
out like the pockets of Junior's trousers, the 
Wisdom of Christ should be found at the 
core of his inner world. Christians are 
Christ's inside and out.

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Ezra: The Second Temple

After the death of King Solomon it was all 
downhill for the Israelite monarchy. Civil 
war divided the small nation into the two 
kingdoms of Israel and Judah. Creeping 
idolatry infested religious practices and 
adulterated the faith of the people. Prophets 
like Elijah and kings such as Josiah tried to 
reform and purify the people, but the effects 
were brief. 


The marching armies of Babylon brought 
to a close the time of kings in Israelite 
covenant history. Not only did Babylon 
conquer the two little kingdoms, but it 
imposed a massive migration of the cream of 
the people to exile in Babylon. Their 
Babylonian exile would last over 50 years. 


THE STORY of Ezra begins with the 
joyous announcement that Israel’s exile was 
at an end. Emperor Cyrus adopted the 
enlightened policy of sending exiled 
minority groups back to their homelands. He 
even restored treasures plundered from the 
Temple. ‘‘The gold and silver utensils of the 
house of God which had been taken from the 
Temple in Jerusalem and carried off to 
Babylon, King Cyrus ordered to be removed 
from Babylon and deposited back in the 
temple of Jerusalem’ (Ezra 5:14f). 


Ezra’s memoirs describe the return of 
Jerusalem as though it were a second 
Exodus. Just as God had once freed Israel 
from the bondage of Egypt, so now he loosed 
them from the chains of Babylon. Ezra 
pictures the caravan of 40,000 people with 
their horses, mules and camels going back to 
the Holy Land. He notes that a choir of 200 
men and 200 women resurrected the great 
chants and psalms of David. 


The music, for.the public ear died in the 
sorrows of Babylon. ‘‘How could we sing a 
song of the Lord in a foreign land’’ (Psalm 
137:4). Now after 50 years of official silence 
the psalms burst forth along the 800-mile 
caravan route to Jerusalem. No longer need 
it be confined to the secrecy of closed door 


‘domestic celebration. 
THE PILGRIMS paused at Haran, the spot - 


from which Abraham had set out centuries 


before to become the founding father of the 


people. The fact that they now followed his 
same road added to the spiritual meaning of 
their return. 


In the first Exodus the people came to 
Jerusalem and founded a kingdom and a

national identity. In this second Exodus the 
people came to Jerusalem and founded a 
religion. Not that religion didn’t exist 
before, but now their real concern was to be 
a holy people and not waste their energies on 
being a secular power. Never again in 
biblical times would they be a prominent 
political entity. 


Ezra faithfully records that the first major 
effort of the people was to rebuild the 
Temple. They spent five years on the 
project, working from October 520 B.C. to 
March 12; 515 B.C. It became known as the 
Second Temple. Centuries later Herod was 
to improve on this building so vastly, it could 
literally be called the Third Temple. But 
popular piety and custom spoke only of the 
Second Temple forever after. 


THE CONCENTRATION on the Temple 
meant that the people decided that the 
solidarity of a religious community was far 
more important for their existence than any 
pretense at political sovereignty. Jerusalem 


is now a Holy City. Its chief executive officer 


is the High Priest. The law of God became 
the law of Israel. They wished to be a sacred 
nation. The Persian king concurred and 
ordered Ezra to appoint only magistrates 
who were skilled in the Torah. 


Ezra and the other religious leaders set a 
tight ultra-orthodox style for the newly 
settled people. They forbade mixed marri- 
ages, set strict rules for entry into the 
Temple worship, established the Sabbath 
observance and dietary rules that gave rise 
to the accusations of legalism in a later age. 


But we must view this with a compassion- 
ate understanding. They were ‘‘keepersof the 
flame’’ of the prophetic and covenant legacy 
in a remarkably hostile environment. The 


_ heart of Moses and David and Elijah still: 


beat within the crust carefully created by 
Ezra and Nehemiah. The forbidding walls 
were more of a womb than a fortress, a 
womb within which the ancient vision would 
grow strong again and be reborn when called 
forth by one greater than Moses. 


They have been ever grateful to’Cyrus, a 
redeemer figure in their eyes. His 
abandoned tomb near Persepolis in Iran 
bears this inscription: ‘‘O man wherever you 
are and wherever you come. I am Cyrus, who 
gave the Persians their empire. Do not 
grudge me this patch of earth that covers my 
body.’” The Biblical people have indeed 
never grudged him at all.

Declaring that the ‘‘right to 
life’’ should be protected 
constitutionally outside of 
any ‘‘societal consensus’’ of 
what constitutes human life, 
the U.S. Catholic Conference 
has asked the U.S. Supreme 
Court to “‘extend legal pro- 
tection to the unborn.”’

uals, the document concludes that ‘‘no 
pastoral method can be employed which 
would give moral justification to ‘these 
acts...Homosexual acts are intrinsically 
disordered and can in no case be approved 
(Ofer: 

The declaration describes masturbation 
also as ‘‘an intrinsically and seriously 
disordered act,’’ mainly because ‘‘whatever 
the motive for acting in this way, the 
deliberate use of the sexual faculty outside 
normal conjugal relations essentially con- 
tradicts the finality of the act.’’ 

The ‘‘current tendency to minimize as far 
as possible, when not denying outright, the 
reality of grave sin,’’ is rejected. This is 
done by some who equate mortal sin with a 
so-called ‘‘fundamental option’’ and deny 


' that so-called ‘‘peripheral’’ acts can be 


gravely sinful. 


THE DOCUMENT calls it ‘‘wrong to say 
that particular acts are not enough to 
constitute mortal sin...A person therefore 
sins mortally not only when his action comes 
from direct contempt for love of God and 
neighbor, but also when he consciously and 
freely, for whatever reason, chooses 
something which is seriously disordered.”’ 

It acknowledges that ‘‘in sins of the sexual 
order...it more easily happens that free 
consent is not fully given.”’ But it adds: 
“Although prudence is recommended in 
judging the subjective seriousness of a 
particular sinful act, it in no way follows that 
one can hold the view that in the sexual field 
mortal sins are not committed.”’ 


The virtue of chastity is not confined 
“solely to avoiding...faults.’’ Rather, ‘“‘It is 
aimed at attaining higher and more positive 
goals. 


“WHATEVER the state of life, chastity is 
not simply an external state; it must make a 
person’s heart pure in accordance with 
Christ’s words: ‘You have learned how it 
was said; You must not commit adultery. But 
I say this to:you: if a man looks at a woman 
lustfully, he has already committed adultery 
with her in his heart.’ ”’ 


The document stresses ‘‘esteem for the 
virtue of chastity, its beauty and its power of 
attraction. This virtue increases the human 
person’s dignity and enables him to love 
truly, disinterestedly, unselfishly and with 
respect for others.’’ 


It concludes with a series of brief 
exhortations to various categories of 
persons: 


—To bishops: To ‘“‘instruct the faithful in 
the moral teaching concerning sexual 
morality, however great may be the 
difficulties in carrying out this work in the 
face of ideas and _ practices generally 
prevailing today,’’ and to see that ‘‘sound 
doctrine’’ is taught in schools of theology 
and in seminaries. 


—To parents and teachers: ‘‘To lead their 
children and their pupils, by a complete 
education, to the psychological, emotional 
and moral maturity befitting their age.”’ 


—To artists,-writers and communicators: 
To respect moral norms in their productions 
and not to give priority to “any so-called

- What were ‘Rome’ and ‘Missouri’ doing at Nairobi? 


The Week of Prayer for

NAIROBI—Someone must 
be confused. How could 
Rome and Missouri be in 
Nairobi? Since Nairobi is the 
capital city of Kenya in East 
Africa, and Rome is located 
in Italy, and Missouri in the 


United States, what’s the 
connection? 

More symbolically, 
“Rome’’ and ‘‘Missouri’’ 


represent two Christian com- 
munities which are not 
members of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches: the Roman 
Catholic Church and the 


‘Lutheran Church—Missouri 


Synod. 
BUT WHEN the council 


- held its=Fiftt: Assembly. in 


Nairobi Nov..23 to Dec. 10, 


1975, the Vatican was repre- . 


sented by 16 official observ- 


ers, and the Missouri Synod 


Lutherans managed to mus- 
ter six rather. unofficial 
visitors, including me.

Unites,’’ 
more than 740 voting dele- 
gates representing 271 mem- 
ber denominations from more

the future destiny of the 
ecumenical movement. 


The wide spectrum of 
Christian traditions ranged 


from Russian’ Orthodox to 


Salvation Army, from the 
Church of England (Angli- 
can) to American Baptist, 
from the Society of Friends 
(Quakers) to the Oriental 
Orthodox (non-Chalcedon- 
ian), from the Church of 
Sweden (Lutheran) to the 
Pentecostal Church of Chile, 
from the Mar Thoma Syrian 
Church of Malabar in India to 
the Moravian Church in 
Jamaica, to name but a few of 
the varied names and places. 


ALL THIS diversity in the 
midst of unity was further 
dramatized by ‘the presence 
of milti-lingual and multi- 
racial representatives from 
the “Third world’’ who now 
comprise a majority of the 
council’s growing member- 


ship. 


Holding the assembly on 
African soil was a ‘‘first’’ for 
the World Council of Church- 
es. At intervals of approxi- 
mately seven years, previous 


assemblies were convened at. 


Amsterdam in 1948, Evans- 
ton in: 1954, New ‘Delhi. in 
1961 and Uppsala in 1968. 


The council is actually a 
coalition of at least four 
interdenominational and in- 
ternational movements which 
sprung up earlier in this 
century .and focused upon 
mission, social ministry, 
theological study and educa- 
tion. The major criterion for 
membership in the council is 
subscription to the following 
affirmation: 


“The World Council of 
Churches is a-fellowship of 


churches which confess the’ 


Lord Jesus Christ as God and 
Savior according to the 


“scriptures and therefore seek 


mon calling to the glory of 
the one God, Father, ‘Son and 
Holy Spirit.”’ 


I LIKE TO call Nairobi ‘‘a 
turn in the ecumenical 
road.’ Christians from the 
developing countries emerg- 
ed as a new vital force in the 
ecumenical adventure. More 
women and youth assumed 
roles of leadership. The 
presence of five official 
representatives of non-Chris- 
tian faiths signaled a broader 


vision for ecumenical dia- 
logue. : 

A clearer definition of 
unity as ‘‘conciliar’’ for 


““eucharistic’’ fellowship was 
received and’ commended to 
the ‘churches. | And = most 
decisive was the return to an 
emphasis on evangelism and 
mission in:the classical sense 
of confessing and proclaim- 


ing the ‘‘whole ‘gospel’’ to 
the ‘‘whole person’’ and the 
“‘wholé _ world’’ by the 


“‘whole church.’’ 


The sacramental and li- 
turgical orientation, which I 
as a Lutheran share with my 
Roman Catholic - readers, 
forces me to mention one 
little-publicized _ document 
which did not -get the full 
attention it deserves. 


I AM referring to the 
statement of agreement pro- 
duced by the Faith and Order 
Commission of the World 
Council of Churches last

Council of 
Churches issued a request 
from Nairobi that the Roman 
Catholic Church, together 
with member churches, study 
this significant convergence 
of faith, and respond by Dec.

Credit 
must also be given to Pope 
Paul VI whose message 
delivered to this’ assembly 
was most cordial-and suppor- 
tive.

olic Church is not a member

THE SUNSHINE BOYS—Lewis and Clark, 
played by George Burns -and Walter 
Matthau, are two long-retired vaudevillians 
who were once a famous comedy team.
